Product information, including uses/applications and source(s) of imports:

The subject products are functional perfluoropolyethers that are synthesized from a proprietary process
which is based on the photo oxidation of hexafluoropropylene monomer.  The products are clear,
yellowish, medium-viscosity fluids or low-viscosity emulsions that are sold under various trade names. 
They serve as lubricants and corrosion inhibitors in fluorinated greases and are also used for various
release and surface treatment applications.  They are reported to offer exceptional chemical resistance,
better sub-zero temperature properties, greater thermal and oxidative stability and lower evaporation loss. 
The subject products are imported from Italy.
